THE FISHERIES TREATY. 

No Canadian «ho takes an interest in 
the maintenance of the rights of his country 
in the fisheries matter, and who is not an 
altogether servile supporter of the present 
administration, will regret the rejection of 
the proposed fisheries treaty by the United 
States senate. That treaty was u surrender 
of Canadian rights, and it has been rejected 
by the U, S. senate only because it was not 
an unconditional surrender. What the 
object of the Canadian commissioner could 
have been in consenting to such a bargain it 
is difficult to see. His duty certainly was to 
uphold to the utmost the rights of his coun- 
try and countrymen, True he had to con- 
tend against British apathy and Yankee agres- 
siveness. But there is nothing to show that he 
did contend, and if he did he certainly was 
not successful. If Canadians are not now 
permanently robbed of their maritime rights 
itis not his fault, but that of the would-be 
robbers whose greed has been too great. He 
has by agreeing to important concessions 
furnished a precedent or basis for still more 
inselunt demands and made a thousand 
times more difficult the negotiation of a fu- 
ture treaty duly favorable to Canada. He 
has paved the way for the unconditional sur 
render that the United States demands and 
that Britain seems all too willing to concede. 
Instead of the action taken by Britain and 
Canada having the effect—that was put forth 
as the one possible excuse for the treaty—of 
reducing the feeling of irritation in the 
States against this country, it has by showing 
the white feather lost us the respect of both 
political parties there, and Cleveland and 
Blaine vie with vach other in howling for 
‘‘yetaliation” against Canada; because the 
experience of the late negotiations gives them 
reagon to believe that if so little bluff as was 
tried before induced such an abject surrend- 
er alittle more bluff and bluster must cer- 
tainly bring about the unconditional surrend- 
er they demand, That Great Britain is 
chargeable with a gross neglect of Canadian 
interests in tunis matter there is no doubt, 
but not with more than may be charged 
against Canadians themselves. The press 
und public men of Canada have not taken 
that definiteand united stand on this ques 
tion that its nature and importance demand- 
ed. It has been treated as a personel, a sec- 
tional or a party question—anything but as 
a national question. While every man in 
Canada is anxious to see the rights of his 
country upheld to the utmost against foreign 
agression, no steps were taken to define those 
rights or to say what means should be taken 
to uphold them in case ot necessity. Had 
the governments of Grew Britain and the 
United States been given to understand 
from the start that public opinion in Canada 
would not tolerate the surrender of a single 
Canadian right except for equal value, the 
latter would have been less insolentin its 
demands and the former would have been 
compelled to choose between incurring the 
disaffection of Canada by sacrificing iis rights, 
and risking the displeasure of the States by 
upholding Canadian rights, Given that 
choice, if they would not have sided with 
Canada it would be well for Canadians to 
have known it; for now that the treaty has 
been rejected complications are certain to 
arise which iuake it of the highest importance 
to know the extent of the backing that 
Britain will give. But Britain was not com. 
pelled to make the choice. The apathy of 
Britain as to Canadian rights was only sur- 
passed by the apathy of Canadians, while 
Britain had asharp eye ou the apparent ad- 
visability of keeping on good teru.s with so 
good acustomer asthe States even at the 
sacrifice of other peoples property. The 
two lessons to be learned trom these un- 
fortunate negotiations and their unexpected- 
ly fortunate result is that improper con- 
cessious to the States only breed improper | 
demands, and that if Canada wants Britain's | 
backing she must be prepared to back herself, | 
That if dhe relies on the generosity of the | 
States or the paternal care of Britain she will 
be robbed by the one and treated with care 
less contempt by the other |

1. An agricultural society having fifty 
members, each of whom shall have subserib- 
ed Sl, may receive from the above vote 8150 
anu $3 for every additional subscriber of $1 
each,not exceeding eighty-three in all, or fora 
subscription of $83.35 the society having 
wictubership as above would be entitled to 
receive 8200, which is the largest amount 
that will be paid from the vute to any one 
society, 

2. It is a condition of any payment under 
the preceding section that the treasurer of 
any agricultural society will be required to 
furnish vot later than the 15th September 
next to the minister of Agiiculture a state- 
nent showing: 

(e, The name of the society and where 
located ; 

(b). The name of the several officers ; and 

(%. A copy of the list of the members of 
the society, with the amounts subscribed and 
Lal set Opposite the name of each. 

(3). This statement must be ceriilied by a 
declaration made before a Justice of the 
Peace, that it id true, and that the subserip- 
tions have been paid.

CHARLES St. GERMAIN, freighter of Battle 
river settlement returned trom a trip to 
Peace river on Wednesday last. He left 
Edmonton on July 9th, taking his own horses 
to the Landing, thence going by Dr. McK ay’s 
boat up the Athabasca, Lesser slave river and 
Lesser Slave lakes and thence by horse to the 
crossing of Peace river at the mouth of the 
Smoky, 75 miles. Crossing the Peace river 
he took a fresh horse on the north side and 
rode to Dunvegan. His object in going was 
to see the country witha view to removing 
there to settle and he is very favorably im- 
pressed. There isa small half breed settle- 
ment of several years standing on Peace river 
at the mouth of the Smoky, coniprising about 
15 families, natives of the Peace river coun- 
try, who live chiefly by hunting but who 
cultivate small pieces of ground. A Roman 
Zatholie mission has been established there 
this year and Alexander Mackenzie who has 
been in the II. B. service for 27 years and is 
now leaving it has erected a house and is 
about “totuke up bis, residence there, At 
Dunvegan, the principal A. B. post in the 
district, there is a small farm and another at 
Old Wives lakes half way from the crossing to 
Dunvegan. At both che crossing and Du 
vegan oatsand barley were already cut on 
August 12th when St. Germain left and 
Wheat had turned yellow, and must be cut 
before this time, The crop of all kinds ot 
erain Was superior co anything Mr. St. Ger- 
main had ever seen outside Red River. 
Potatoes and garden vegetables generally 
were plentiful of extra size and quantity, At 
Old wives lakes the crop had been frozen for 
three years in succession on account of its 
proximity to amuskeg. The place had been 
chosen more with an eye to wintering cattle 
than to farming. The river flats were the 
safest farming ground and offered 
ample specter to establish a large settle- 
ment, to say nothing of the upland genere, 
which was a magnificent rolling prairie with 
long grass, Mr. Anderson the II. B. otticer 
in charge of Dunvedan told St. Germain, that 
for 180 miles further up the river westward 
to Fort St. John the country was saita- 
ble for farming and that the climate at St. 
John was better than at Dunvegan, He also 
recommended the Grand Prairie south of the | 
Peace river opposite Dunvegan as an excel: | 
lent farming country. Berries of all kinds |
